PARIS, OcL II (Agencies) — 
A peace treaty between Egypt 
and Israel could lead to s imil ar 
pacts with other Arab countries, 
Egypt's acting Foreign Minister 
Boutros Ghali said Wednesday. 

“I am hoping that the nego- 
tiations in Washington will be 
the first step for further nego- 
tiations between the various 
other Arab countries and Israel 
and that the treaty which may 
be- concluded between Egypt t 
and -Israel will help other Arab 
. countries conclude similar, trea- 
. ties;" he told' risporters. 

Dr. Ghali, arrived Tuesday 
with Defense Minister Kamal 
Hassan Ali, leader of the Egyp- 
tian delegation which is on its 
way to the peace talks With 
Israel beginning Thursday in 
the U.S. capital. 

He said treaties between is- 
; rael and the other Arab Conn- 
ies would restore lasting peace 
in the Middle East area. 

“This series of treaties will 
constitute global peace, com- 
prehensive, lasting peace in the 
Middle East," he declared. 

Dr. Ghali said he expected 
these pacts to be approved by 
the U.N. Security Council or 
by a general conference “just 


to offer a r eaffirma tion of the 
global approach to the Middle 
East crisis and a consecration 
of peace in the region.” 

The acting foreign minister 
' said he hoped that the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization 
(jPLO) would later adopt a po* 
skive attitude toward the Camp 
David agreements. ‘ 

“We hope to secure the Pa- 
lestinians' accord," he said. 

On the Lebanese conflict. Dr. 
Ghali said he thought there 
would be a solution to this 
problem in due coarse. • • - 
“In our negotiations at Camp 
David, wejJiscussed the Leba- 
nese problem, and in the nego- 
tiations in Washington in the 
coming days, we expect to raise 
the Lebanese problem again," 
be said. 

So on after his arrival. Dr. 
Ghali conferred with President 
Valery Giscard d'Estaing’s chief 
adviser, Jean-Frahcois Poncet, 
and later dined with Foreign 
Minister Louis de Guiringaud. 

The Egyptian minister said 
he had secured French backing 
for the current peace efforts. 

France initially gave a cool 
reaction to the Camp David 
agreements and stressed the 
need for a global peace settle- 


ment including the Palestinian 
people. 

At the United Nations the 
FLO Tuesday night stood by 
its rejection of the Camp 
David accords and said, “There 
is no peace without the Pales- 
tinians, represented by the 
«LO" 

PLO representative Ahmad 
Sedki Dajani, replying in the 
UiN. General Assembly to Is- 
raeli Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan's speech there Monday 
in general debate, charged that 
Dayan “made no mention 
whatsoever erf the people of 
Palestine, acknowledged by the 
wotfd to be the crux of the 
•Middle East problem.” 

.The rule laid down in the 
1976 assembly is that the PLO 
may not speak in the general 
debate but may reply if attack- 
ed. And Richard W. Petree of 
the United States, besides re- 
cording strong reservations 
Tuesday night against the 
PLO's being allowed to speak 
at all, stressed that Dayan had 
not even mentioned it.

PLA deploys in Beirut 

Sarkis ends tour, 
returns to Syria 


DAMASCUS. Oct. 11 
(Agencies) — Lebanese Presi- 
dent Elias Sarkis Wednesday 
ended a tour of Gulf states 
and flew back to Damascus 
to resume talks with Syrian 
President Hafez Assad on 
bringing a lasting peace to 
Lebanon. 

As Sarkis returned to the 
Syrian capital, Palestinian army 
regulars and nationalist fac- 
tions supplemented Syrian 
troops Wednesday at key secu- 
rity positions in West Beiruti 

President Sarkis has visited 
Saudi Arabia, the United 
Arab Emirates (UAE) Qatar. 
Kuwait and Jordan since leav- 
ing Damascus Monday to 
gather support for an emer- 
gency meetings in Beirut on 
Sunday. 

The Lebanese leader's ear- 
lier talks in Damascus brou- 
ght a ceasefire in Lebanon 
after a week of fierce fight- 
ing between rightist militias 
and the Syrian-dominated Arab 
Deterrent Force (ADF). 

Saudi Arabia, the UAE, 
Qatar and Kuwait, which — 
with Syria — provide the 


Arab peace force in Lebanon 
with men and money, agreed 
to attend the Beirut meeting, 
officials said in Kuwait. Syria 
bad also agreed, they said. 

Jordan does not contribute 
to , the peace force, but well- 
informed sources in Amman 
said President Sarkis wanted 
to keep King Hussein in thfe 
picture. 

The king played a key role 
in effecting the present cease- 
fire through his contact with 
the Lebanese and Syrian lea- 
ders. 

The official Jordan News 
Agency said King Hussein had 
stressed his support for Leba- 
non's integrity and hoped sta- 
bility and security would re- 
turn to the strife-torn coun- 
try. 

In the other countries on 
Sarkis' tour there was no im- 
mediate official reaction to his 
reported plea for more troops 
for the 30.000-strong ADiF.

OPEC may cut crude sales 
to boost by-products drive 


VIENNA, Oct. 11 (Agen- 
cies) — Kuwaiti Oil Minister 
Ali Khalifa al-Sabab said Wed- 
nesday oil producers might cut 
their exports of crude oil unless 
they could sell more finished 
products such as petrol and 
lubricants. 

* Sheik b Ali Khalifa, presi- 
dent of the Organization of 
Oil Exporting States (OPEC), 
told an international seminar 
in Vienna that producers of 
crude wanted a bigger share of

fining, processing and transport. 

He told de levies on Monday 
that OPEC states wanted grea- 
ter access to the refining and 
processing markets through the 
easier transfer of technology 
from tbe West and cut in taxes 
charged by industrialized coun- 
tries on petrochemical pro- 
ducts. 

Today he said: “OPEC may 
eventually be forced to link 
exports of (petrochemical) pro- 
ducts to exports of crude oil."

The industrial action at the 
“Etela’at" and “Kayhan" 
papers, employees said, was 
touched off when army offi- 
cers entered the newsrooms 
and insisted on vetting — or 
clearing — all copy for pub- 
lication in the main afternoon 
editions in an apparent bid *o 
impose censorship under the 
current state of martial law. 

Staff members said they 
quit work and refused to show 
their copy to the officers, who 
they left after about an hour 
at each daily. Wednesday’s 
editions were not published. 

There was no immediate re- 
action from the government of 
Premier Jaafar Sharif-EmamL 

Freedom- of expression — 
within legal limits — is a 
plank in the new premier’s 
policy to liberalize political 
life once martial law is lifted 
and is viewed as one of seve- 
ral efforts to lower Iran’s fe- 
verish political temperature. 

Wednesday also produced 
unconfirmed reports of fresh 
clashes between police and 
students backing a strike by 
some Tehran high school tea- 
chers. 

The wave of strikes by go- 
vernment employees, the first 
such for many years in Irani 
posed a serious challenge for 
a government which already 
has agreed on staggered, gene- 
ral pay rises of 25 per cent to 
be paid for by cutting arms 
and other spending.

President Sarkis is proceeding with his Arab tour in an 
attempt to “Arabize” the Lebanese question. The Lebanese 
president has developed a likeness to impossible missions since 
1 he became president but, unlike the famous T.V. series, fr*s 
still to succeed at one. 

There are many reasons why the success of the mission 
of the Lebanese leader is doubtful. Two suffice: First, the 
Syrians will not accept a solution which makes them appear 
as losers, and, second, the Arab countries visited by the presi- 
dent cannot or will not provide the necessary troops to replace 
the Syrians. When Presidents Sarkis and Hafez Assad met 
in Damascus earlier in the week, the Syrian leader reiterated 
the readiness of his country to puli out its troops with the 
perfect knowledge that Lebanon could not replace them. The 
fighting in Lebanon involves advanced weaponry and very 
bitter adversaries and, to be quite honest about it, no Arab 
country will risk the lives of its sons in an uneven war in 
Lebanon. 

But President Sarkis has nevertheless decided to try the 
Arab solution. He should lave opted for a workable rather 
than ideal solution. It is great to have a mixed Arab force to 
enforce law and order in Lebanon but it will not happen. The 
solution must be found with the cooperation of the Syrians 
and with all the parties to the Lebanese conflict acquiescing 
including the right-wing militias as the leaden of the cam- 
paign to oust the Syrians. 

Again, the militias are acting more or less like the pre- 
sident of the republic, demanding what they like, not what 
they could get They know what they want and the other 
Lebanese should support them in their desire for a free and 
sovereign Lebanon. But they must attempt to put themselves 
in the shoes of the Syrians to know what the Syrians want 
and how far they are ready to go with a solution. The 
Syrians will never willingly accept a situation where an entity 
friendly with Israel develops near their border. There must 
be no misconceptions about Syria’s readiness to fight a war 
to stop this happening. So jt would appear that the wise thing 
for the militias to do before they ask Syria . to pull out its 
troops from Lebanon is to sever cheir links with Israel to 
satisfy the Syrians that they won’t have an enemy at their 
back door. 

The militias must consider this in their own interest and 
the interest of Lebanon as a whole. They must appreciate 
the odds that they are up against and, more important, the 
total ruin that will befell Lebanon if the present line of policy 
persists. The problem of the Syrian presence will not be solv- 
ed before the Israeli connection is dissolved, even if the Syrian 
troops themselves are removed. Syria has the ability to sup- 
port the nationalists and the Palestinians in another round of 
the civil war against the right-wing militias. The cost then 
in life and property will be unthinkable and the very country 
which the rightists want to save will perish. 

The right-wingers are required to reconsider. A good 
policy is not necessarily the best policy but rather the best 
under the circumstances. Solution could be helped if toe right- 
wingers make a statement dedaring adherence to old Lebanon 
but one where all communities enjoy equal rights and res- 
ponsibilities. Only then other steps can follow. 
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VANGUARD PARTY 


The South Yemeni ruling party, the National Front, has 
started a three-day conference to dissolve itself in favor of 
another party called the “Vanguard Party of a New Kind.” 
This is the Literal translation of the Arabic appellation. It is 
intended to be something different from all mother leftist or 
Marxist parties in the world. How, it is hard to say at this 
stage, nor is there anything in the pronouncements of the party 
puodtis to indicate the substance or style of ibe Vanguard 
Party. 

It is also interesting to note Lbat the central committee of 
the National Front, which has ruled the country until now, has 
cqrefuliy eschewed using Marxist labels or even referring to 
the regime as Marxist. But this is understandable id view of 
what happened a few months ago in Aden. 

The former -president of South Yemen, Salem Rubaya Ali, 
was killed in a bloody conflict for supremacy in the country. 
Thousands were reported to have lost their lives during the 
civil Strife that followed, but the extreme left-wing of the 
ruling party, led by Abdul FatLah Ismail, won the day giving 
rise to fears that be would, at once, usher a regime of naked 
Communism, in the Arabian peninsula. He bad always urged 
“a giant leap over time" as he put it in the conversion of 
South Yemen which, he believed, would prove to be the 
paniiBwi that the country needed. The slain president had 
advised a watered down version of Marxism to be abld to 
woo some Of the neighboring governments in the hope 1 of 
cashing in on their wealth. Some were quite ready to lend 
a hand and had done so rather warily at first, preferring to 
wait and see the result of the power struggle in the country. 

President Ali lost not only the struggle but his own life 
and - that of hordes of his supporters. Now Ismail, as the un- 
challenged leader of South Yemen, is expected to carry out 
his “giant leap over time" but without much rhetoric and with 
little use of Marxist phraseology. 

Led by Ismail, the new Vanguard Party of a New Kind 
faces two serious problems, one internal and the other exter- 
nal. Internally, the country is nearly bankrupt and there 
are neither resources to tap nor substantial foreign aid to de- 
pend Upon. Externally, relations with North Yemen are at 
their lowest ebb, with each side charging the other with troop 
buildups along the border. 


Aid for Guinea-Bissau

BISSAU — 

Massive dependence on Wes- 
tern aid is leading to increas- 
ing links between > Guinea-Bis- 
sau and the main Western pow- 
ers. 

The ruling African Party for 
the Independence of Guinea 
and Cape Verde (PAIGC), 
which, was sent arms by the 
Soviet Woe and China during 
its 11 -year guerrilla war aga- 
inst Portugal, has received the 
great majority of its economic 
aid from the West since inde- 
pendence in 1974. 

Dependence on Western 
grants and loans is particularly 
acute because Portuguese colo- 
nialism and the bitter indepen- 
dence war left Guinea-Bissau 
one of the poorest countries in 
Africa, with its crucial agricul- 
tural sector in shambles. 

On top of this heritage, a 
drought last year wiped out 
more than half the rice crop. 
The government has had to 
nearly treble imports of rice, 
Guineans’ staple food, from 
,13,000 tons in 1977 to 32,000 
tons this year. 

All of this year's rice imports, 
worth 337 infllion pesos (S7.5 
million) are being sent free, 
mainly by Western govern- 
ments. The top supplier is the 
United States, followed respec- 
tively by Sweden, Denmark, 
West Germany and the Nether- 
lands. 

Some Western governments 
may have launched aid pro- 
grams here, observers i believe, 
to influence the PAIGCs post- 
independence political and dip- 
lomatic evolution. Last year, 
goods sent free under aid pro- 
grams. almost all from the 
West, totalled 434.5 million 
pesos (S9.5 million), 35.2 per 
cent of the import bill. 

The Soviet bloc has limited 
its economic role here to help- 
ing the fishing industry (in 
return for Soviet fishing rights 
off-shore) and prospecting for 


bauxite. 

So the PAIGC has pragma- 
tically courted as much aid as 
possible from the Western 
countries it once, condemned for 
helping Portugal during 1 the 
war. 

Last May, for the third year 
running, Guinea-Bissau sent ob- 
servers to the Franco- African 
summit in Paris, while states 
like Algeria and Angola "de- 
nounced the conference for dis- 
cussing French proposals for a 
Western-backed “African secu- 
rity force”. 

French geologists are cur- 
rently prospecting here for 
phosphates, while three private 
French firms' have set up a 
joint fishing company with the 
government. Citroen is. building 
a small assembly plant here. 

Relations are excellent, mean- 
while, with several conservative 
Francophone West African 
countries, notably neighboring 
Senegal, which President Luiz 
Cabral visited last month 
for talks with Presi- 
dent -Leopold Sedar Sen- 
ghor. The two countries are 
Jinked by no less than 12 sets 
of accords, one covering mu- 
tual defense and security, and 
Senegal has curbed the activi- 
ties of the exiled anti-PAIGC 
movement, the Front for the 
Liberation and National Inde- 
pendence of Guinea (FLING). 

The PAIGC has turned its 
policy of strict non-alignment 
into a fine art, bidding success- 
fully for aid from countries of 
all ideological persuasions. 

Brazil is promising credits, 
and Kuwait recently agreed to 
lend S7 million to rebuild the 
airport here. Saudi - Arabia is 
giving a S4.5 million loan to 
-build a groundnut-oil factory. 

There has, at the same time, 
been a remarkable rapproche- 
ment with Portugal- Cabral 
made a triumphal state visit to 
Lisbon last January, .becoming ' 
the first head of state of an 
ex-Portuguese African colony

to do so. He went on to act 
as the key mediator between 
Portugal and Angola, finally 
bringing Presidents - Ramaiho 
Eanes and Agostinho Neto to- 
gether for a summit in Bissau 
last June. . 

Trade relations remain over- 
whelmingly with Portugal. Last 
year, the former colonial met- 
ropolis bought 59 per cent of 
Guinea-Bissau's exports and 
provided 40 per cent o€ its 
imports. Most other trade is 
with Western countries. 

The Cape Verde Islands, the' 
archipelago 375 miles off the 
West African coast which is 
also ruled by the PAIGC, has 
become even more dependent 
than Guinea-Bissau on Western 
aid. 

The islands have suffered nine 
consecutive years of drought. 
Their agriculture has been de- 
vastated and, by 1976, their 
exports were covering a mere 
5 per cent of their imports. 
Without international food aid, 
almost all of it sent by the 
West, there would have been 
widespread starvation. 

The Cape Verdian President, 
Aristides Pereira, has repeated- 
ly denied rumors floated in 
right-wing Portuguese papers 
this year that his government 
plans to let the Soviet Union 
set up a naval base in the 
archipelago. 

This would be “suicide,” he 
said recently. Noting feat 
Cape Verde had received "subs- 
tantial aid” from abroad, he 
said that this “fruitful and 
multiform cooperation" bad 
been made possible by a “for- 
eign policy of strict non-align- 
ment.” 

While opposing a Soviet base, 
Pereira’s government has 
allowed South African Airways 
jets to continue landing daily 
at the international airport on 
fee island of SaL The PAIGC 
says that it cannot afford to 
give up the revenues it earns 
from the landing fees- — (OFNS)

i WASHINGTON — 
How would the United 
States fere shouTd there be an- 
other interruption of oil supp- 
lies from the Middle East? 

Answer: Not well Although 
there has been a considerable 
increase in private storage of 
oil and some efforts at con-- 
servation, the U.S. is consum- 
ing more, and more import- 
antly, importing increasing 
amounts of oil from the Mid- 
dle East. 

In October 1973, when the 
embargo 'began, oil imports 
accounted for 36^ percent of 
U£. demand. Today, despite 
fee recent temporary decline, 
imports account for 42 per- 
cent of U.S. demand* Long- 
range predictions foresee a 
gradual increase until 1990, 
when imports will amount to 
50 percent of U.S.. consump- 
tion. 

What is even more distur- 
bing is the' fact that only 14 
percent of US. imports used 
to come from Arab countries. 
Today, five years later, those 
countries now supply nearly 
50 percent of all US. oil im- 
ports. If a 14 percent cutoff 
in oil shipments could wreak 
havoc as it did in 1973, a 50 
percent stoppage now could 
be much worse. The last em- 
bargo, according to some cal- 
culations, caused a >10 to $20 
billion loss in the Gross Na- 
tional Product, and the tem- 
porary loss of 500,000 jobs. 

On November 26, 1973. the 
Arab states announced a total 
embargo of oil shipments io 
the U.S. They said the cut-off 
would remain in effect until 
the UjS. withdrew support 
from Israel. 

Because stocks of crude oil 
and products were hi g h, and 
some shipments were still in 
transit, the full effects of fee 
embargo were not felt until 
the early weeks of 1974. By 
then, the country had begun 
to react. Some companies star- 
ted reducing lighting, shutting 
down machinery, and setting 
“P n«w. energy saving policies. 

The chemical industry was 
affected more than most, be- 
cause of its heavy reliance on 
petroleum to make fertilizers, 
plastics, rubber, and other ma- 
terials. Major industries de- 
pendent on these products, 
such as automobiles, pharma, 
ewtfeads and textiles, had to 
curtail operations. 

Some 20,000 gasoline sta- 
tions — about 10 percent of 
the nation’s total — closed 
down. 

Congress reduced the high- 
way speed limit to 55 miles an 
hour — a limit feat is still m 
effect. Commuters formed 
carpools, or bicycled, or waft- 
ed to work. Overall driving 
decreased by five percent as 
Americans joined in a wide- 
spread conservation effort. 

Because of fuel shortages, 
airlines shortened, or cancell- 
ed schedules, and some of 
these forced changes are still 
in effect today. 

Interior Secretary Rogers 
C.B. Morton said at the time: 
“We may even have to start, 
closing our schools. On a 
long-range basts, there's going 
to have to be a change in fee 
A m erican ethic We’ll have to 
go to smaller cars and higher 
costs for gasoline and heat. 
People will have to learn some 
harsh lessons." 

Although fee Arab-Xsraeli 


war had halted comparatively 
quickly with a U.N. -sponsored 
ceasefire on Oct. 24, fee boy- 
cott of fee U.S. was not 
stopped until March 19, five 
months after- it began. Mean- 
while, OPEC had raised crude 
oi! prices fourfold. . 

The fact is feat the UJS. 
government was totally unpre- 
pared for the embargo of 
1973, despite warnings, from 
the oil companies, and a fur- 
ther fact is feat the country 
now possibly is even more 
vulnerable to a Mideast oil 
cut-off. 

For one thing, the govern- 
ment has continued to main- 
tain controls on petroleum, 
feus failing to dampen demand 
by allowing market forces to 
reduce consumption. Prices 
have remained artificially low. 
and there has been less incen- 
tive to explore, develop and 
produce more oil domestically. 

Except for Alaskan oil, no 
new major domestic source of 
oil production is in sight, and 
reserves continue to felL At- 
lantic offshore exploration 
continues, but any new major 
oil discoveries will take six to 
ten years to bring to produc- 
tion. 

A large segment of the 
American population seems 
unaware that there is any ur- 
gency about the nation’s ener- 
gy situation. Conservation ef- 
forts have been accomplished 
by industry for the most part 
Though late model auto- 
mobiles are more energy effi- 
cient than fee older models, 
America's demand for gaso- 
line — fee principal petroleum 
product — is on the upswing, 
reaching an all-time high - of 
8,014,000 barrels a day in 
July, a 7.7 percent increase 
over July of 1977. Since the 
embargo, U.S. consumption of 
motor fuels had been rising at 
an average yearly rate of 
about two percent.

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Faisal Sadek: From teaboy to thriving entreprenuer

JEDDAH — Twenty years or 
so ago he came to Jeddah a 
12-year-old orphaned teaboy. 
Faisal Sadek now runs his own 
thriving real estate company 
end in the year since he went 
uKo business for himself has 
traveled abroad for the hist 
time, bought a new villa and a 
Mercedes 280SL. His success 
has also raised a flurry of spe- 
culation among his former 
neighbors. 

“They wonder if 1 murder- 
ed a rich man or discovered 
treasure underneath tho floor 
of my house.” But there is uo 
mystery behind his sudden rise 
beyond that ahoy of chance 
and courage which those who 
have successfully synthesized 
are themselves at a loss to ex- 
plain, at least to the satisfac- 
tion Of the iminitiatyd . 

Perhaps in Faisal’s case it is 
the charm that made him 
many friends that has counted. 
A police captain sent two of 
Iris men to help the Sadek's 
move to their new villa after 
■Faisal was physically threatened 
by one of his more jealous 
former friends. A European 
family, though reluctant to lose 
a capable and affable driver, 
encouraged him to start his 
own business and still brings 
him prospective clients. His 
bulging address book is his 
most closely guarded posses- 
sion. 

“And this is my best friend,” 
says Sadek, leaning down to 
plant a loud kiss on his grey 
telephone. “Habibe", he mur- 
murs, “what could I do with- 
out you?” 

Certainly his ability to seize 
opportunities has been vital. * 

During his time off from lift 
tea stand, the young Faisal was 
learning to drive and applying 
for his license. That accom- 
plished, he joined a trucking 
firm to see the country and 
earn more money. By the end 
of three years at that, Faisal 
was fluent in English and when 
the long hours at the wheel 
between Jeddah and Riyadh be- 
gan to paU he went job-hunting. 
A well-connected Jeddah busi- 
nessman hired him as his chief 
driver and despatches 

Then he drove a Jeddah nur- 
sery schoolbus. While on that 
job, a European woman ask- 


ed him to recommend a chauf- 
feur. He said he would have 
no problem finding her a friend 
to take the job. The next morn- 
ing, Sadek showed up for the 
interview and was hired. “That 
was where X got my training for 
real estate. The family { work- 
ed for needed a new house and 
as I took them around to villas 
1 learned to understand Wes- 
tern tastes and met many con- 
tacts in my work now.” 

Ninety per cent of Sadek's 
clients are Westerners. He finds 
homes and offices for foreign 
businessmen. Introduces land- 
lords to prospective clients and 
brings together buyers . and 
owners of undeveloped Jeddah 
real estate. 

Almost all of his work is 
done over the telephone. “In 
my business we. can go for 
weeks without anything and 
then the phone rings and after 
very hard work it's ours. You 
have to move to keep the 
chances from slipping away” 
His fist denches the air. “You 
have to hold it fast to keep it 
yours.” Long periods of lethar- 
gy punctuated by intense acti- 
vity; patience and a quick eye. 

■During his first year of busi- 
ness the market was so frene- 
tic that Faisal bad little time to 
set up an accounting system. 
He smiles wryly and taps his 
temple: “I kept it all in here.” 
But things have grown to the 
point where he and his assistant 
have had to spend the summer 
months on the books. As things 
cool down, Sadek finds rents 
falling rapidly. Last year at this 
lime a two-bedroom flat in a 
good location went for 
SR70.000 to SR80.000. Now the 
same apartment rents for 
SR40.000 a year. Land sales 
have become his firm's most 
lucrative ventures and that with 
the government’s 2.5 per cent 
limit on real estate agents' 
commissions. 

Sadek has seen the seamier 


side of business. His colleagues 
repeatedly warned him that his 
tea boy was selling confidential 
information to competitors. 
Faisal at first didn't believe it 
but was reluctantly convinced 
to put his loyalty to the test 
One of his friends agreed to 
approach the boy with an offer. 
With his cover blown, he was 
fired. “You have to walk care- 
fully and straight in my busi- 
ness.” 

Last summer, Sadek took his 
wife and children to Cairo and 
Alexandria. In both cities he 
hired a driver. The' man came 
early in the morning to take 
the family sightseeing, left at 
noon for lunch and siesta and 
reported back in the afternoon. 
Sadek made sure he had a 
three-hour .break in the middle 
of the day. “I remember how 
R is to drive people where they 
want to go.” 

On his recent trip to England, 
Sadek was impressed with the 
orderliness of the big city. He 
smiles as he recalls stepping 
to the front of the line and the 
rebuke which sent him back to 
the end of the queue. “We 
never got lost in London be- 
cause of those careful maps of 
tbe London underground and 
the friendly people and because 
I know English.” 

“You can’t, just walk up to 
a taxi and get in, you know. 
In London, you check with the 
driver first out of courtesy and 
then get into iris car. A very 



good custom.” He found the 
chaos of Cairo offensive after- 
wards. 

Eight months ago, sitting in 
the living room of his old coral 
house in Jeddah, tbe high ceil- 
ings and thick walls keeping 
out the heat and the latticework 
of the windows filtering the 
sun, he was flushed with his 
first big deal. Now his hair 
is a hint of grey and the lines 
around his mouth are slightly

more marked. There have been 
frustrations. 

His new villa frprf different 1 
voltage so he had to replace all 
his electrical appliances. Many 
of his old friends have ostra- 
cized him which he understands 
despite the sadness. 

During the long hiatus from 
Ramadan to Hajj when busi- 
ness is slack, Faisal has had 
time to think. Few people can 
look back over their lives and 


scan such changes, die result 
of which can be like the stereo 
system suffering from tbe 
“hoie-m-the-middle" effect be- 
cause its speakers, are set too 
far apart 

“We should have gone to 
Cairo and then London on our 
last trip. Going to London first 
was like eating sweet fruit and 1 
then eating the hot curry. But 
I come from a young country. 
Give us time.”

WASHINGTON, — Wash- 
ington, according to an Italian 
guidebook, “e in effeti una 
citta molto pulita dove 1'indus- 
tria prindpale e incontestabil- 
mente l’amministrazione. Le 
larghe avenue, le cassette bas- 
se, fanno di Washington un 
posto gradevole da vi&ilare, 
ma - nondimeno sconsigkato 
per viverci, poiche ‘Washing- 
ton e drventata la c&pitale pin 
pericolosa del mondo.’

Washington is. in other 
words, “a very clean city 
where the major industry is 
indisputably government. . The 
wide avenues. and lowhouses 
make Washington an agree- 
able place to visit, but it Is 
not advised to live there be- 
cause ‘Washington has be- 
come the most dangerous 
capital in the world.’ Don’t 
forget it!” 

Many Washingtonians have 
forgotten. It has been 10 
years, after all, since Richard 
Nixon, running for president, 
derided Washington as “one 
of the crime capitals of the 
nation” and suggested that 
“D.C” could stand for “dis- 
order and crime.” 

Grime statistics have drop- 
ped dramatically since then, 
and there is widespread agree- 
ment that the city has blos- 
somed with the opening of the 
Kennedy Center and the Na- 
tional Gallery’s east building, 
the “back to the city” move- 
ment of young professionals, 
and the steady proliferation of 
stores and restaurants. 

But, says former city police 
chief Maurice Cullinane, “Our 
image has been harder to de- 
feat than the crime problem 
itself. We (the police depart- 
ment) still get letters in here 
that rd like to bring my child- 
ren lo Washington. Are you 
sure it’s safe? Postmarked De- 
troit, Michigan.” 

(In 1977, Washington had 
a crime rate of 7,220 offenses 
per 100,000 residents compared 
to Detroit’s 9,401 per 100,000 
residents, according to FBI 
figures.

Trial of a free press in America

NEW YORK — The .case of 
Mike Farber and “The New 
York Times” has become one 
of the most important judicial * 
tests of freedom of the press in 
recent American history and it 
looks as though tbe press will 
lose it. 

Court rulings so far have 
favored a man indicted for 
murdering three people w hile 
the reporter whose stories led 
to his indictment has been im- . 
prisoned. 

Beyond these curious conse- 
quences, the rulings — if upheld 
by. the U.S. Supreme Court — 
would jeopardize the press’s 
special privilege of confiden- 
tiality. 

Journalists are not the only 
group permitted to keep their 
information and their sources 
confidential — lawyers, doctors 


and priests as well are coqfe. 
raonly accorded that privilege. 

If lawyers were stripped of 
their privilege of confidentiali- 
ty they could not perform their 
essential function of protecting 
the rights of individuals. Simi- 
larly, reporters must be able 
to assure certain of their sour- 
ces that they win not be re- 
vealed or the sources will dry 
up, the press wfl] be unable to 
perform its news-gathering func- 
tion and the public will be the 
loss’. The most . obvious ex- 
ample is Watergate. 

MA Farber is “The New 
York Times” reprater who 
wrote a series of articles in 
1975 about the mysterious 
deaths of patients in a New 
Jersey hospital ten years pre- 
viously. The articles were based 
on information given to Farber 


in return for his promise to 
keep the sources confidential. 

Partly as a result of bis ar- 
ticles, the investigation into the 
deaths was re-opened and a sur- 
geon at the hospital. Dr. Mario 
Jassalevich, was charged with 
injecting the patients with lethal 
doses of curare. 

Since last spring when tile Jas- 
salevich murder trial opened, 
the defense attorney. Raymond 
Brown, has been demanding 
the right to examine Farber’s 
confidential material. Farber 
refuses. to yield it. He and “The 
New York Times” maintain 
that it is protected under the 
first amendment to the consti- 
tution which guarantees free- 
dom of the press and * under* 
New Jersey’s “shield law” which 
States that a reporter’s material 
is exempt from disclosure in the 
State of New Jersey. — (G)

Tunisia will pay four per 
cent interest on the loan, pius 
a service charge of 0.75 per 
cent. Repayment is over 20 
years, excluding a five year 
period of grace. - 


India, Pakistan report

Smith argues on despite Carter snub 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 1 (R) 
— Prune Minister Ian Smith, 
rebuffed in his bid to meet 
President Carter, takes his 
case for an internal settle- 
ment to a major U.S. forum 
Wednesday by addressing the* 
National Press Club. 

Smith and United States 
Ambassador to the U.N An- 
drew Young have cancelled a 
meeting scheduled for Friday 
because of their wide disagree- 
ment on the crisis. 

The cancellation was by mu- 


tual consent. 

Speaking at a news confer- 
ence Tuesday Carter said there* 
was no reason why he should 
meet the Rhodesian leader. 

Smith had raised the ques- 
tion of a meeting between the 
president, himself and the 
three black members of his 

transitional Executive Council, 
during fcdfo with Secretary or 
State Cyrus Vance. 

Carter said that the Anglo- 
American proposal fur an ail- 
party Rhodesia conference. 


which Smith has so far resis- 
ted, was the best way to end 
the bloodshed. 


Fjiff decision not to see the 
visiting premier was announc- 
ed as the United Nations Se- 
curity Council, which jo 1968 
declared Rhodesia illegal and 
ordered member states to re- 
fuse admission to Rhodesian 
officials, voted 1 1-0 to rebuke 
the U.S. government for gran- 
ting a visa to Smith.

Pretoria to meet West on Namibia 


PRETORIA, Oct 11 (API- 
Foreign ministers of four Wes- 
tern powers and a tanking re- 
presentative from France will 
meet South African leaders 
early next week in a bid to 
salvage the Western indepen- 
dence plan for Namibia, the 
government announced Wednes- 
day. 

The Department of Foreign 
Affairs said the Western repre- 
sentatives will meet Monday 
and Tuesday with Prime Minis- 
ter Pieter W. Botha and For- 
eign Minister Roelof Botha “in 
the context of efforts to achieve 
Un internationally acceptable 
Settlement in South-West Af- 
rica.” 

Representing the five western 
powers are U.S. Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance, British For- 
eign Secretary David Owen.) 
Canadian External Affairs Min-' 
ister Donald Jamieson. West; 
German Foreign Minister 
Hans-Dietrich Genscher and 
French Deputy Foreign Minis- 
ter Olivier Stirn. 

The high level of the dele- 
gation underscores the impor- 


tance the five western powers 
ascribe to breaking the dead- 
lock over their plan for an 
internationally supervised tran- 
sition to independence in Na- 
mibia. 

The Western campaign for 
the territory's independence 
came near to collapse last 
month when outgoing Prime 
Minister John Vorster rejected 
the plan, devised under United 
Nations auspices, and announ- 
ced his government would 
sponsor its own elections this 
year for a constituent assembly 
in the territory. 

Vorster said his main objec- 
tions were the 7,500-roan pea- 
cekeeping force proposed by 
the United Nations and tae 
timing of elections for some- 
time next year. 

But after a fierce round of 
behind-the-scenes negotiations, 
the new prime minister announ- 
ced Oct. 3 that the door for 
further talks remained open. 

Diplomatic sources in Lon- 
don indicated the west has 
softened some of the condi- 
tions in order to stave off col- 


lapse of their initiative. These 
included assurances that the 
U.N. force would be half the 
proposed 7,500. 

For its part, South Africa 
said the elections, scheduled for 
Dec. 4, would be regarded as a 
“referendum” to test public 
opinion rather than an election 
of a constitution-writing body. 

There also are reports the 
West expressed willingness »o 
consult South Africa about the 
composition of the U.N. force, 
meaning it probably would not 
include a Urge contingent of 
black African soldiers.

U.S. officials, speaking pri- 
vately, have countered by say- 
ing that any formula for ma- 
jority rule for Rhodesia which 
does not take the Patriotic 
Proot into account was “a re- 
cipe for disaster”. 

The officials also disputed 
Smith's that bis govern* 
ment is in complete control of 
the country and said the Rho- 
desian leader's assertion that 
the conflict would end if the 
Western countries backed him 
was spurious. 

“We could give him 100 per ‘ 
cent support tomorrow and it 
would not affect the situation 
on the ground — except to bring 
in the Cubans and the Rus- 
sians,” one official said. 

He added that Smith's go- 
vernment no longer had any 
control outride the major ci- 
ties. 

Rhodesia's plans to end ra- 
cial discrimination were seen 
in Salisbury as giving a big 
boost to Smith and Sithole, 
in their campaign to win sup- 
port in the United States.

Gen. Omar Torrijos stepped 
down as chief of government. 

The 505-member National 
Assembly ot community repre- 
sentatives, some fanning them- 
selves with their Panama hats 
as they sweltered m the un- 
aircondiuoned new Panama 
Gymnasium, elected Royo with 
452 votes. He was tne only 
candidate.

BRUSSELS, Oct. 11 (R) 

— The Belgian government 
resigned Wednesday in a dis- 
pute over a pact dividing the 
country up into three linguis- 
tic regions. 

The royal palace announced 
that Prime Minister Leo Tin- 
demans called on King Bau- 
douin to hand in the govern- 
ment’s resignation. 

The king accepted it and 
asked the government io carry 
on a caretaker administration. 

• It is the second time this- 
year that Tindemans has ban- 
ded. his resignation io the king. 
Last June Baudouin refused 
to accept the resignation and 
after a five-day crisis Tinde- 
mans’ four-party coalition re- 
mained in power. 

This resignation came after 
Tindemans failed to gain the 


support of the Flemish wing 
of his own Social Christian 
Party for the Egmont Pact, 
which would divide Belgium 
into the Flemish north, French- 
speaking Walkmia and bilin- 
gual Brussels. 

The pact is aimed at settling 
the age-old conflict between 
the French-speaking Walloons 
and the more numerous 
Dutch-speaking Flemings. 

in parliament Wednesday 
two of the Social Christian 
Party's four coalition part- 
ners, the Socialists and rthe 
French-speaking Democratic 
Front ttfDFj, coiled for ttt* 
session to be adjourned to give 
tne government tune to state 
its position dearly. 


1 he French-speaking wing 
of the Social Christiana en- 
dorsed the call for an adjourn- 
ment. 

After further exchanges 
Tinoemaos announced: “ 1 here 
is only one thing for tne to 
do. I am going straight to the 
kin g and 1 am handing in ijny 
resignation.” 

Before Tindemans saw the 
king it was ' believed he would 
only offer his ojv a resignation. 

But the palace announce- 
ment said: “The prime minis- 
ter has presented the govern- 
ment's resignation to the king. 
The king has accepted (his re- 
signation and he has instruc- 
ted the government to conduct 
day-to-day affairs.”

Scrap pacts with Israel,

CAIRO, Oct. n (R) — 

Four former politicians who 
served under the late Presi- 
dent Nasser have appealed to 
President »- Sadat to reconsider 
the Camp David accords with 
Israel, the leftist party said 
Wednesday. 

Former vice-presidents Ab- 
duFLatif Bougfadadi. Zakariya 
Moheiddin, Hussein Shaf ei and 
Kama! Hussein said in a letter 
to Sadat: “The accords wall 
isolate Egypt, weaken the 
Arabs, liquidate the Palesti- 
nian case and legalize Israel's 
expansionist policy.” 

The letter also said the ac- 
cords conditioned the estab- 


lishment of diplomatic, eco- 
nomic and cultural relations 
between Egypt and Israel be- 
fore the evacuation of Sinai 
“which is against the country's 
sovereignty.” 

“We urge you to reconsi- 
der the accords before taking 
any further steps towards im- 
plementing them.” 

All four leaders were mem- 
bers of the Revolutionary 
Command which overthrew 
the Egyptian monarchy in 
1952. 

All but Sbafei were dropped 
by Nasser in the 1960’s.
